CHURCH  COLLEGE  OF  NEW  ZEALAND 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  system  of  student  government 
has  been  changed  to  provide  student  leaders  who  are  chosen  through 
the  inspiration  and  direction  of  the  School  Administration  and  the 
Stake  Presidency. 

For  the  first  time  there  has  been  a  Young  Men's  Presidency 
and  a  Young  Women's  Presidency,  along  with  their  secretary,  who 
work  hand  in  hand  in  organizing  and  administering  the  programmes 
for  the  youth  at  CCNZ. 

To  help  the  Presidency  in  this  enormous  task  a  programme  was 
worked  out  whereby  the  actual  planning  and  organizing  is  carried 
out  by  the  youth  of  the  wards  involved  at  CCNZ.  The  process  by 
which  this  is  done  is  through  a  number  of  key  meetings.   Monday 
night  the  six  members  of  the  Presidency  plus  the  Faculty  Advisors 
(if  they  are  able  to  attend  because  of  Home  Evening)  meet  in  a 
Presidency  Meeting  to  go  over  all  the  items  pertinent  to  the  youth. 
Assignments  are  discussed  and  plans  are  made  for  the  meeting  held 
every  other  Thursday,  which  is  attended  by  the  Priest  and  Laurel 
leaders  of  each  ward;  at  which  time  they  report  on  their  assignments, 
discuss  proposals,  vote  on  proposals,  evaluate  previous  activities  and 
receive  assignments  for  coming  events.  They  in  turn  report  to  their 
Youth  Committees  which  accept  assignments  and  make  plans  for 
carrying  them  out.  This  meeting  is  also  used  to  correlate  coming 
events  with  the  Stake  Youth  Committee. 

The  effect  of  this  type  of  an  organization  is  that  a  greater 
number  of  youth  leaders  are  taught  leadership  responsibility.  One 
of  the  difficulties  the  presidency  has  had  to  overcome  this  year  is 
that  sometimes  the  information  from  the  Thursday  meetings  does 
not  get  back  to  the  Bisho,  s  and  the  Bishop's  Youth  Committee.   In 
order  to  overcome  this  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  are  being  sent  to 
the  Bishops  and  a  written  agenda  given  out  at  the  Thursday  meeting.

Each  of  the  six  members  of  the  presidency  have  been  given 
individual  responsibilities.   Moses  Armstrong,  as  Young  Men's  Presi- 
dent, is  in  charge  of  all  the  youth  activities  at  CCNZ.   He  is  assisted 
in  this  by  the  Young  Women's  President,  Sister  Hanne  Jensen,  who 
is  directly  in  charge  of  the  Young  Women.  They  attend  the  Admin- 
istration Council  on  Tuesday  where  the  desires  of  the  students  are 
presented  for  the  approval  of  the  Administration.  Des  McQuoid  and 
Debbie  Parks  are  the  Councillors  in  charge  of  Prefects.  They  hold 
their  own  meetings  and  report  back  in  the  weekly  Presidency  meet- 
ing concerning  their  stewardship. 

Tracy  Prows  and  Michelle  McGregor  are  the  councillors  in 
charge  of  activities.  Once  again  they  plan  the  activities  after  having 
been  given  certain  guidelines  and  present  their  proposals;  first  to  the 
Presidency,  and  then  to  the  Priest  and  Laurel  leaders.  After  a  plan 
is  accepted  the  Wards  are  given  their  assignments. 

Some  special  assignments  are  needed  such  as  with  the  School 
Newspaper  which  was  assigned  to  Tracy  and  Debbie.  This  has  been 
a  difficult  assignment  because  of  a  lack  of  student  interest  and 
support. 

The  Presidency  has  sacrificed  many  hours  and  much  of  their 
energy  because  they  want  the  best  for  the  youth  of  CCNZ.  They 
have  had  to  learn  to  budget  their  time  and  be  examples  at  all  times 
and  even  though  they  might  fall  short  of  the  students  expectations 
they  are  giving  a  tremendous  effort.

5  A  clean-up  from  front  to  back. 

6  All  equipment  serviced  and  repaired. 

7  A  new  name Temple  View  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade. 

8  New  uniforms  and  training  aids. 

9  An  automatic  radio  controlled  fire  alarm  triggering  device. 

10     She  has  been  integrated  into  the  Hamilton  Fire  Brigade  Service.

Way  to  goi  What  a  break  through  for  Church  College,  dorms  for  those  students  of  Young  Adults 
age  who  can  be  responsible  for  themselves.  Oakes  and  Wealth  were  due  for  renovation  so  they  were 
used  for  special  accommodation  while  repairs  were  undertaken.  Soon  old  students  were  returning  to 
take  advantage  of  the  service;  the  once  vacant  dorms  began  to  ring  once  more  with  activity.   Returned 
missionaries  seeking  work,  those  who  work  in  town,  and  Tech.  students  make  up  most  of  the  residents, 
while  there  are  some  who  just  pass  through.  The  relieving  dorm  parents  are  also  kept  busy  giving  those 
with  "normal"  dorms  their  days  off  as  acting  parents,  swapping  from  dorm  to  dorm  each  night.  We 
would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  Bro.  &  Sis.  Otene  and  Bro.  &  Sis.  Tarawhiti  for  their  service  above 
and  beyond  the  call  of  duty,  in  their  supervision  of  their  assigned  dorms. 

It  has  now  been  proven  a  success.  The  older  students  have  shown  their  response  to  unsupervised 
dorm  life  as  being  positive,  and  indicative  of  the  adult  stature  each  has  shown. 
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The  farm  almost  completely  surrounds  C.C.N.Z.  and  the  Temple.   Most  of  the 
land  was  purchased  before  any  of  the  present  buildings  were  completed,  and  has 
been  farmed  since  the  early  1950s.  900  Acres  of  the  nearly  1400  acres  are  peat  and 
this  area  has  taken  long  to  develop  because  of  the  time  taken  to  drain  and  develop 
the  soil.  Over  the  years  drains  have  been  dug  and  the  land  cleared  of  brush  vegetation. 
The  paddocks  were  sown  in  grass  after  they  were  cleared,  but  as  they  have  dried 
buried  timbers  have  come  to  the  surface  and  rushes  have  grown.  We  are  now  in  the 
process  of  developing  all  the  peat  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  previous  years  of  hard 
work. 

The  peat  is  being  ploughed  and  the  surface  timer  collected.   Lime  is  applied  at 
the  rate  of  2  tons  per  acre  and  grain  crops,  maize,  oats  soya  beans,  planted  to  further 
develop  the  soil.  Yields  from  these  crops  are  not  high  by  normal  non  peat  soil  stan- 
dards, but  it  is  improving  as  we  learn  to  overcome  the  problems  the  peat  presents  us 
with.  Crops  will  be  grown  for  two  to  three  years  and  then  each  paddock  will  be  sown 
down  in  permanent  pasture. 

All  the  grain  is  sold  for  animal  feeds  but  the  stubble  is  fed  to  our  beef  steers, 
and  in  addition  oats  grown  for  silage,  after  the  grains  are  harvested,  provide  extra 
winter  feed. 

Over  15000  bales  of  meadow  hay  was  harvested  in  1974.  This  hay  harvest  will 
more  than  double  when  all  the  peat  is  in  permanent  grass.   In  the  1974  winter  we 
fed  over  800  cattle.  Our  aim  is  to  increase  this  to  between  2000  and  2500  head.  The 
sheep  flock  will  increase  from  the  present  1600  to  3000  at  the  same  time.   No  dairy 
cows  are  milked. 

The  farm  employs  4  permanent  men:  Bruce  Judd,  Manager,  Wheti  Kei  Brown, 
Harry  Jacobs  and  Roydon  Knox.  Other  staff,  particularly  students,  are  hired  during 
holidays  and  as  needed. 

Brother  Brown  and  Brother  Knox  usually  handle  the  land  development  pro- 
gramme. Brother  Jacobs  the  sheep  and  cattle,  but  all  the  staff  are  versatile  and  com- 
petent in  a  wide  variety  of  jobs. 

Farm  machinery  ranging  from  4  wheel  drive  tractors  (2),  two  other  tractors, 
Land  rover,  farm  bikes,  rotary  hoes,  trailers,  choppers,  baler  fertilizer  distributor, 
land  plane,  roller  and  post  hole  borer  and  a  fully  equipped  garage  is  in  constant  use. 

The  size  and  complexity  of  the  farm  provides  a  continuous  series  of  problems 
and  challenges.  When  it  is  wet  the  peat  is  too  soft  to  work.  When  too  dry  the  upland 
grass  doesn't  grow.  Sheep  and  cattle  product  prices  are  unstable  and  all  costs  are 
rising.   But  we  enjoy  farming  because  of  the  clean  open  air  and  the  progress  being 
made  towards  a  profitable  undertaking. 

Recently  a  powerful  helicopter  had  to  be  called  in  to  transport  heavy  timber 
pads  over  the  peat  swamp  to  a  drain  cleaner  and  a  tractor  that  had  become  stranded. 
Aircraft  are  used  regularly  for  spraying  and  fertilizing  because  the  swamp  won't 
hold  trucks. 

In  the  future  the  expected  increase  in  cattle  and  sheep  numbers  will  probably 
require  different  farming  methods  than  those  presently  employed.  Steers  will  be 
intensively  grazed  in  several  mobs  of  about  600  and  in  the  winter  500/600  bales  of 
hay  will  have  to  be  fed  out.   It  is  probable  that  cropping  for  silage  will  be  a  continual 
programme. 

Production  of  meat  and  wool  will  be  the  major  aims  of  the  farm  in  the  future 
but  crops  of  soya  beans,  tomatoes  and  potatoes  may  be  grown  if  the  right  varieties 
are  available  for  the  conditions  here  and  if  market  demand  is  sufficient.
